to 1 on Governor Dewey and 8 to 
1 against President Truman on the 
strength of pre-election polls.

Grand Detour 
Bridge Repair 
Now Underway 
'Backyard' Planning- 
Results in Surface 
To Reduce Hazards 


After 10 months on the 


planning boards and much 
back- yard experimentation, 
the Illinois state highway de- 
partment has begun a $25,000 
project to resurface the floor 
of the Grand Detour bridge. 


M. M. Memler, distnct engineer, 


said today that actual work on 
the bridge began Monday. 
He 


said that the job should be finished, 
without a detour in traffic, by next 
Wednesday night. 


What will be done. Memler said, 


is this: (1) the present steel mat 
surface will be covered with a 
steel mesh—about four times the 
thickness of ihe mesh used in wall 
plastering; (2) small steel studs 
will be welded to the bridge floor 
and then bent to clamp the mesh 
down: and (3) a two inch bitumi- 
nous concrete surface will be layed 
over the mesh. 


"An Experiment" 


This solution, an attempt 
to 


knock down the high accident rate 
on the bridge, is still "just an 
experiment" Memler admits. 


"We've tried hundieds of ex- 


periments," he said today, "and 
we've been able to punch holes in 
every one but this one." 


In working out the present plan, 


the department was forced to solve 
a number of engineering problems 
created by the bridge structure. 


The 
first 
problem . was the 


weight of the proposed floor. "That 
bridge was built, "Memler said, 
"with the new type of floor because 
it weighed three-quarters less than 
a concrete floor would (about two 
million pounds). That allowed us to 
cut down on the other steel in the 
bndge and also let us save a 
whale of a lot or money." 


Fear Weight 


Therefore, he pointed out, it 


would be impossible to cover the 
floor with, too heavy a material 
because the span could not hold 
up under the weight. The new floor 
will add about 30 pounds a square 
foot—or a total of 780,000 pounds. 
The weight of the additional floor, 
Memler stated, was greater than 
the original floor by approximately 
25 per cent, totaling nearly 1,300.- 
000 pounds. The new floor is, how.

Truman Says All Public 
Officials Should Make 
Accounting of Incomes

WASHINGTON—</T>—Piesidcnt Tinman said today he believes all 


top pay goveinment officials should be icquiied to make public ac- 
counts of all their income each year. 


He took this stand at a news 


conference, saying he had long fa- 
vored legislation to that end. 


The Piesident icfused, however, 


to comment on Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower's assertion that his Re- 
publican vice pi evidential running 
mate, Richard NKon, had "com- 
pletely exonerated" himself by his 
repoit on his privately financed 
senatorial expense fund. 


Truman likewise refused to com- 


ment on a fund raised by the Dem- 
ocratic presidential nominee, Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson, to help bolster 
the salaries of some government 
officials in Illinois. 


Truman said his attitude on funds 


received by government officials 
was reflected in a message sent to 
congress on Sept. 27, 1051. 


This was a message in which he 


advocated publicity on all income 
received by top-salaried govern- 
ment officials as well as members 
of congress. 


Truman said he stood behind 


that message just as he stood be- 
hind every message he sent to 
congress. 


He recalled that when he was 


in the senate he had Mrs. Truman 
on his office payioll, since it was 
exceedingly difficult to get along 
in those days. He remarked that 
in those days he did not have Uie 
expense accounts now available to 
members of congress, who also 
received more j>ay now. 
^Truman compared his senatoria 
position to that of Sen. John Spark 
man, Democratic vice presldentia 
candidate, who has Mrs. Spark- 
man on hl« payroll. He said Mrs 
Truman was his secretary to help 
him pay his board while he was ii 
the senate. 


Truman for the second time, up 


held Stevenson against Republican 
criticism of his witticisms on the 
stump. He volnuteeied the com 
ment that the Republicans have 
been poking fun at the Democratic 
candidate because he likes to put 
his audiences into good humor. 


In that connection he said he 


wanted to call attention to a quota 
lion from Matthew, Chapter 6, 
which he said read: "Be not, as 
the hypocrites, sad 
of counte- 


nance." 


When the Nixon fund question 


was raised, reporters jokingly in- 
quired whether Truman would care 
to contribute to it. He said he had 
no comment. 


The President was asked at one 


point whether he thought the pub- 
lic was entitled to the names of 
those who contributed to the Ste- 
venson'fund in Illinois. 


No comment, he said. 
He was asked If he would make 


public the names if he had re- 
ceived such a fund. 


He still had no comment. He 


did reply' in the negative when 


asked whether he ever had a fund 
equal to either the Nixon or Ste- 
venson funds. 


Tiuman would not comment on 


what he was told was a difference 
m Intel pi elation by Eisenhower 
and Senator Robert Taft, Ohio Re- 
publican, of the Taft-Hartley Act 
He would say only that he was 
clad to hear of their differences.

NEW YORK (/P>—Labor, manage- 


ment and the consumer are being 
drawn into another three-way dis< 
pule—wages vs. profits vs. prices. 
Which should get the benefit of in- 
creased productivity? 


The new battle shaping 'up is 


over how to divide the fruits of 
increased o u t p u t of goods per 
a m o u n t of human energy ex- 
pended. 


Many companies are facing de 


mands for a built-in annual pro>- 
ductivity Increase in labor con 
tracts. The 
Wage Stabilization 


Board was r e p o r t e d almost 
ready last June to set an over-all 
formula for such an Increase—be- 
tween two and three per cent for 
all industries. It ran into opposl 
tion -and is now rumored about 
ready to junk the idea. 


Here to Stay 


But "productivity as a wage de> 


terminant is here to stay," accord' 
ing to a 96-page study issued to 
day by the management consulting 
firm, Fisher, Rudge and Neblett 
of New York and Los Angeles. It 
says companies had better find out 
quickly, if they can, what the pro 
ductivity increase rate is in their 
jndustry and be ready to negoti- 
ate. 


The trouble is, as the National 


Industrial Conference Board points 
out. there are no official produc 
tivity figures for manufacturing as 
a whole. The U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics has estimates for 1939 to 
1950 for about 20 industries. From 
these it figures that the average 
gain in output for hour worked is 
around two per cent a year.

evidence that any malignant tu- 
n)Af has been cured by 
Krebio- 


zen" or that life was prolonged 
through its use or that it caused 
cancer cells to degenerate. 


Some rraisB 


The committee, which recom- 


mended that the drug's chemical 
composition be determined, said, 
'"We cannot state that it is en- 
tirely devoid of biological activ- 
ity.." 


Krebiozen was made public in 


*^pch, 1951, by Dr. Andrew C. 
Ivy, internationally known physio- 
logist and vice president In charge 
of University of Illinois profes- 
sional schools. He did not claim 
any cures hut said the drug war- 
ranted further investigation as a 
cancer treatment. 


The Chicago Medical Society 


later suspended Ivy for threo 
months "for methods he employed 
In promoting" the drug. 


Ivy, recovering- from an illness, 


did not attend the trustees meet- 
ing but forwarded 
a statement 


read by Stoddard which asserted 
that the medical research 
com- 


mittee's report "agreed with my 
previous conclusions, namely that 
favorable changes occur with suf- 
ficient frequency after the admin- 
istration of Krebiozen to warrant 
further careful investigation." 


Ivy'* Statement 


"While the committee saw only 


a few patients," Ivy said, "this 
was a vast 
improvement 
over 


previous reviewing groups " 


Ivy called the report "a victory 


for the freedom of research in our 
country. It upholds the right to 
investigate any possibility for sav- 
ing human lives." 


Ivy said he was preparing > his 


own report on 500 cases in which 
the drug was used. The American 
Medical Association reported prev- 
iously that a study of 100 patients 
given the drug indicated Krebio- 
zen had no "beneficial effects" in 
cancer treatment. 


In a report to a meeting of 100 


physicians and scientists in Chi- 
cago in 1951, Ivy 
said 20 of 22 


patients treated 
with the drug 


showed evidence of "an improve- 
ment in their general condition 
and a cessation of the growth and 
a regression of the cancer."'

Tourney Play Can Offer Good Tips

Today's hand is taken from the 
emifiuals of an important Eng- 
sh tournament. It is worth a 
econd look because of the way de- 
larer handled the diamonds. 
Before we get to the play of the 
ards, however, it is interesting to 
otice how South bid the hand. 


His jump to four spades may seem 
ash, but there was actually a 
ood deal of logic in it. The bid- 
ing of the opponents indicated 
hat they didn't have very power- 
ul hands. South therefore correct- 
y judged that North would show 
ip with a moderately good hand. 


West opened the queen of hearts, 


and declarer 
naturally 
won in 


dummy with the ace. The first 
question was whether to finesse in 
clubs or in spades. Declarer came 
ip with the right answer by lead- 
ng a club /rom dummy and fi- 
nessing the jack of clubs. 


This was correct because there 


vas a slight chance that the king 
of spades would fall without a 
inessc, whereas there was prac- 
ically no chance that the king of 
clubs would drop. Moreover West's 
bid of one no-trump practically 
ocatcd the king of spades in the 
West hand. 


After winning with the jack of 


:lubs, declarer led 
the 
ten of 


spades from his hand, and all 
played low. South next laid down 
he ace of spades, hoping that West 
lad been unwise enough to duck 
.he first trump with only a double- 
ion king. As it happened, of course, 
.his hope failed, and South had to 
.jive up a spade trick. West got 
out safely with a heart, and South 
ruffed. 


South now had to find some way 


of limiting the loss in diamonds to 
two tricks. South decided that 
East was probably short in dia 
monds, since he was piactically 
marked with a six-card heart suit. 


How, did South know about the 


length of East's hearts? West had 
opened the queen of hearts and 
had later played the ten of hearts, 
If West had held a third heart, he 
would have opened his low card 
rather than the queen. Hence West

Pegler Says General Eisenhower Showed Up Worse in 


Recent "Diversion" Than Senator Nixon

The one who showed up worst in the trivial diversion of the Nixon 


political fund was not Senator Nixon but General Dwight Eisenhower, 
himself. Ike let the enemy rattle him with a little crackle of fire- 
crackers from far off on the left. He implied a lack of confidence in 
Nixon's honesty and ethics when he should have 
struck back at the slimy record established by Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, himself, his wife, his sons, Elliott 
and Jimmy, and the rest of a greedy crew, including 
Harold L. Ickes, the pure in heart. Their personal 
rake-off, certainly less legitimate than Nixon's im- 
personal fund of $18,000, ran well over a million. 


The Republican cause suffered little real harm in 


this episode, but the worst damage was done by Ike 
himself,, with his remark that Nixon would have to 
come clean. This implied a lack of confidence in 
Nixon's honesty which Ike probably did not feel in 
his heart. Ike is no boy and he has now had enough experience in poli- 
tics to justify a demand that he obey one of the rudiments of his new 
trade. A politician can't be hurt by xomethinir he didn't say and the 
Republican cause would have been just so much better off if Ike had 
kept a still tongue in his head. 


Nixon will wear a smear right down to election day, a smear cre- 


ated by a heavily subsidized refugee from Italy, and a dirty little New 
York scandal paper which suppoited Bubblehead Wallace when he was 
the nominee of the Communists. This paper's editor is a confessed 
alumnus of the Young Communist league. 


The refugee is Max Ascoli, who 


fled from Italy and struck it rich 
here with a marriage to a daughter' 
of the late Julius Rosenwald.

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Food-preserving Chemicals Have No" 111 Effects 
When the Foods Are Ordinary and Unspoiled

People often get stirred up and 


worried about things they hear, 
and it is good to get the facts. If 
what they fear is really harmful, 
then everyone should know; if it 
is not harmful, then everyone's 
mind is relieved. 


Q—Aren't all these chemicals 


that arc put in bread and flour 
likely to harm us? It seems that 
if one ate these substances for a 
long time they might cause a lot 
of tiouble. What about this?—Mrs. 
J. R. B. 


A—One of HIP chemicals com- 


monly put In foods today Is sodium 
propionate, \\hich is added for the 
purpose of preventing'(he develop- 
ment of mold. Studies have shown 
that this dors not have any harm- 
ful effeelx. that is, no loxlcity. The 
substance Is handled by the body in 
\ery inucli thr same way that 
sugiir Is. It should not, of rotinws 
he Included In the production "of 
bread \\ith Ion-salt or low-sodium 
content, uhicb is used for sptclal 


purposes, but otherwise there ap- 
pears to he no harm. 


Another food preservative is sodi- 


um ben/.oatc, which is sometimes 
added to prevent or delay the 
growth of germs in foods. This 
.substance is rather promptly ex- 
creted nnd investigations of it have 
led to the conclusion "that healthy 
individuals may safely consume 
reasonable quantities of benzoated 
foods if, these are not otherwise 
spoiled or unheallhful.

Q—Some time ago you printed a 


letter from a Mrs. A telling of her 
19-month-old child who pulled out 
her hair and began to cat it. I had 
the same experience with my 
daughter and after much difficul- 
ty, a physician recommended vita- 
min A. After a short time she 
stopped the habit.—Mrs. I. T. 


A—This Is an Interesting sugges- 


tion and I do not sec how it could 
do any harm. 


$-For the third Urn* la two 


years, my husband has had to 
have some polyps removed from 
his nose.

A—Recurrence of polyps Is all 


too common. The radium treat- 
ment might do the job If so recom- 
mended by your husband's physi- 
cian.

Q—My husband, who is only .33 


years old, is rapidly turning gray- 
haired. We have read that this 
could be due to a diet deficiency. 
If this is true, what types of food 
should be increased in his diet?-- 
Mrs. R. F. 


A—Unfortunately, In human be- 


ings, there Is no clear-cut evidence 
that premature, graying of the hair 
Is caused by dietary deficiency, 
nor ean one recommend any vi- 
tamins or particular foods which 
offer-much chance of halting the 
graying of hair.

The navy expects to enter 


about 2.000 students into the j'co- 
gram starting with the fall term 
of college, 1953. 


The students selected by these 


competitive examinations wil' be 
assigned to the 52 naval reserve 
officers training corps units which 
are located in various universities 
and colleges in the United States. 
If accepted by the college, they 


ill be appointed midshipmen, 
'.S.N.R., and will have their tui- 


tion, books and normal fees paid 
for by the government. In addition 
they will receive pay at the rate of 
$50 a month for the four-year pe- 
riod. Upon graduation they may be 
commissioned as officers in the 
regular navy or marine corps and 
required to serve on active duty 
for three years. At the end of their 
second year of active duty they

WASHINGTON «V-For' the fifth 


straight week, a record number of 
new cases of infantile paralysis 
was reported by the Public Health 
Service today. 


Listing 4,190 cases for the week 


ended Sept. 20, the agency said 
the total for the "disease year" 
which started with the week ended 
April 5, reached 34,291, or 4,038 
more than in the similar period of 
1949, the previous record year. 


Last week's total (ol 4,190 com- 


pared with a total of 4,063 rases 
reported in the week ended Sept. 
13. 


The service said the increase was 


almost entirely confined to five 
states—Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Wis- 
consin and Pennsylvania. 


These states, it added, reported

Illinois ranked first in new 
cases with 436 and Minnesota was 
next with 38S.

$30 Bet 


Well, anyway, the colonel knows 


his business and tells Caudle to 
bet $30 on this horse but no more. 


"Mrs. Caudle was waiting* to get 


the name from me and Mrs. Caudle 
had the money that we carried with 
us, and on this daily double we won 
so much, so I slipped out and bet 
$90 on the horse, the most I ever 
bet on a horse. 


"I found Mrs. Caudle slipped out 


and bet $30 on the same Uncle. 


"We knew this horse was going 


to win." says Caudle. "And when 
the thing started, Uncle Edgar 
stumbled and almost fell on the 
ground, but he got up and was 
going and he was about six or 
eight lengths behind the,last horse 
in front of him. 


"What happened was, when he

MOSCOW—<,?>—The Soviet Union 


is in the midst of a large and 
varied program of television ex- 
pansion and experimentation. ' 


The biggest station is in Mos- 


cow, but others are being install- 
ed around the country. 


The Moscow station has one chan- 


nel presently, but plans three by 
next year. This channel operates 
six days a week. 
• 


On an average the programs be- 


gin just before 8 p. m. when a 
pretty blonde with a sweet voice 
says, "Greetings, comrades!" She 
then announces the ^ogram for 
the evening and the next few days. 


Then comes the first offering of 


the evening. It may be a news- 
reel, a documentary about some 
part of the Soviet Union, or a group 
of people from a nearby collective 
farm who relate their activities. 


The big feature follows:' 
This may be a film, full-length 


feature, or a show televised di- 
rectly from the Bolshoi Theater, 
home of the ballet, or from Mos- 
cow's two dramatic theaters. 


The shows are televised right 


Tom the theater with the audience 
present. 


Between the acts there are news- 


reels or music. Some of these pro- 


rams are quite long. A recent 


one was an operetta direct from a 
heater and running from 8 p. m. 
o 12:15 a. m. 
The long summer evenings here 


provide plenty of light for tele- 
vising outside sports events. The 
most popular of all is football, or 
soccer. 


I am seeing television here under 


interesting, but different circum- 
stances, for I have an American 
set converted to the Russian sys- 
tem. Up to now it works well. 


The Soviets are very careful 


what they show children and all 
Sunday afternoon is devoted to 
their programs. 


The children's day starts with 


an animated cartoon based on old 
Russian fairy tales put to music. 


The cartoons are followed by 


documentaries and movies. One of 
these—shown the day before the 
Soviet school opened—was a full- 
length feature of a girl's first year 
in school. 


Sets are licensed here and reg- 


istered. I registered mine and paid 
a fee of 40 rubles nominally $10 
for four months. This money goes 
toward the upkeep and expansion 
of the television system.

Collegcf of Surgeons Flays 
Practice of Fee-Splitting

NEW YORK W-The American 


College of Surgeons denounced fee- 
splitting between physicians and 
surgeons today as "dishonest and 
unethical" and harmful to patients. 


Thirteen college officials told of 


a renewed drive against the doctor 
Tdck-backs in a frank news con 
ference with «cience writers. One 
good weapon, they said, is to tell 
the public all the facts. 
' They said most doctors are hon- 
est, but a "few bad apples" split 
fees, giving medicine a black eye. 


Practice Common 


Some said the kick-back practice 


is widespread and growing in some 
areas. But it is hard to prove that 
any one is doing it. Twenty-three 
sta'tes have laws declaring Jt ille- 
gal. 


Fee-splitting- means a division of 


fee between the doctor who first 
diagnoses a patient's condition and 
fiie surgeon who operates on him. 
' It leads, the college officials said, 
to these evils: 


Over-charging in bills; unneces- 


sary operations; "ghost surgery" 
when a person thinks his own doc- 
tor is operating and the selected 
or "ghost" surgeon does it after 
the patient is anesthetized; loss of 
public confidence in doctors.

105 Executed 
For Crimes 
During 1951 


WASHINGTON—<M—The Federal 


Prison Bureau said today that 105 
executions were carried out by civil 
authorities in the 
United States 


dining 1951. With the exception of 
1950. when there were only 82 legal 
executions, this was the smallest 
total for any of the 22 years in 
which national tabulations have 
been made. 


The bureau noted that for the 


years 1930-1150. the average was 
144 per year. 


Of the 105 executions in 1951, 87 


were for murder. 17 for rape and 
one for armed robbery. Those put 
to death, by electrocution, lethal 
gas, hanging and shootings, includ- 
ed 57 white persons, 47 negroes and 
one American Indian. One was a 
woman, the first since 1947. 


Their ages ranged from 18 to 71 


with the largest number in the 25- 
to-29 group.

SPRINGFIELD. 111. -4h— Gov 


Adlai E. Stevenson, silent on po- 
l litical funds and GOP "vindtca 


tion" cessions, took a look today a 
Dixie 
campaign 
schedules 
and 


chances of patching up political 
troubles in the Southland. 


Campaign maneuveis that will 


reach deep into Dixie were in the 
final planning stages at headquar- 
ters of the Democratic presidential 
nominee.' 


Stevenson aides told a reporter 


that through the middle weeks oi 
October the Illinois governor will 
be jumping back and forth from 
his Springfield base to key spots 
both In the South and in the Mid- 
west. 


Long a Visitor 


Sen. Russell Long of Louisiana, 


a staunch Stevenson supporter in 
a state where fires of rebellion are 
smouldering among some elements 
of the Democratic party, was an 
overnight lodger at the Illinois 
Executive Mansion. 


Gov. Robert Kennon of Louisiana 


has deserted the Stevenson banner. 


Gov. Allan Shivers of Texas is 


refusing to back the Democratic 
nominee too. 


And the GOP is fanning hopes 


of splitting those two states, and 
perhaps more, from the usually 
Democratic South. The hopes are 
bujlt partly on Democratic dlssen- 
| sion, partly on the glowing recep- 


tion given Republican presidential 
nominee Dwight D. Eisenhower on 
an early September expedition into 
Dixie. 


As a result, Democratic cam- 


paign sorties into' the South are 
coming up in the next round of 
political skirmishing. 


But of more immediate concern 


to Stevenson are a foray into In- 
diana and Kentucky on Friday and 
Saturday, a major television-radio 
speech in Chicago Monday and fly- 
ing visits to Ohio and Iowa to 
close out next week. 


Takes Rest 


Stevenson took today off from 


campaigning to catch up on a bit 
of official state business and get 
ready for trips ahead. 


For the time being, at least, the 


Democratic nominee had nothing 
to say about the dramatic reunion 
at Wheeling, W. Va., last night 
between Gen. Elsenhower and his 
vice presidential teammate, Sen. 
Richard M. Nixon of California. 


Eisenhower 
pronounced Nixon 


"completely 
vindicated" of any 


charges of wrongdoing in the use 
of an $18.000 fund collected by 
some of the senator's California 
supporters to help out with Nixon's 
expenses. 


And (Jixon accused Stevenson of 


"clamming up" about a 
fund 


'raised to supplement the salaries 
of Illinois state officials. 


Stevenson offered no immediate 


comment on Nixon's remarks or 
the decision of the GOP high com- 
mand to keep the California sena- 
tor on the party ticket. 


Stands Pat 


The Democratic candidate was 


standing pat on what he said yes- 
terday—that it would be "a breach 
of faith on my part" to name key 
state officials whose salaries he 
said he supplemented with dona- 
tions from the special fund. 


These gifts, Stevenson said, made 


it possible to get men of compe- 
tence and integrity for state jobs 
which they could not afford to take 
otherwise. 


The money, he said, came from 


funds left over from his 1948 cam- 
paign for governor, plus some later 
contributions. None of the contrib- 
utors knew what officials received

JET FIGHTERS AND ICE 
A Reporter Looks at the Arctic Zone 


By ELTON C. FAY 


WASHINGTON tf>-YVhat is (he 


Arctic like, where the United Stat»« 
has chosen to build great air bases 
tor its perimeter defenses? 


Now that the flier with his jet 


fighters 
and strategic bomber's 


have come, It is a strange mixture 
of the old. unchanging far North 
and the new ways of man from a 
temperature zone, of glaciers mil- 
lions of years old and airdrome 
runways in which the concrete is 
barely hardened. 


It is a place where planes take 


off from the huge and busy air 
base at Thule to wing northward 
to the pole in a few hours flying 
time. And it is a place where just 
across a hay from the air base 


j lives Odaq, the Eskimo who went 
'with Perry to the north pole in 


1909. 


In Eskimo Village 


Newsmen who visited Thule re- 


cently, 
including this reporter, 


went to call on Odaq at his house 
in the little Eskimo village. He 


came out to greet them, & very 
old man, wearing white polar bear 
pants. On his shirt was the Danish 
government's decoration (equiva- 
lent to the U.S. Distinguished Serv- 
ice Medal) for being with the first 
man to reach the pole. 


While a jet plane warmed up to 


screaming 
crescendo across the 


bay, Odaq remembered some of 
the things about the famous first 
trip 43-years ago. 


Did he see much game while on 


the long trek from the Eskimo 
village of Etah, just north of Thule, 
to the pole? Through an interpreter 
he answered: 


"A little. Some seals." 
Then he placed his foot down m 


front of him, to show an imprint, 
and spoke. 


"Also polar bear tracks, but no 


polar bears." 


When did he see Rear Adm. 


Robert E. Peary last? 


Odaq couldn't put the answer m 


dates. He thought. He pointed to 


the north and spoke (the pole); to 
the northwest (Etah, wheie Peary 
left): to the south (where Peary 
went). 


Interview O\er 


The interview was over. Odaq 


shook hands gravely with his visi- 
tois. He turned and made his way 
back into the house wheie he lives 
alone. And the jet fighter whistled 
down the runway and into the air 
to cover, in the space of an hour, 
the miles it had taken Odaq weeks 
to tiudge behind a dog sled so very 
long ago. 


/And what did the airman m the 


jet plane see as he climbed above 
the aluminum buildings and gieat 
runways and ladio towers of the 
military city in the Arctic? 


For a moment he must have 


sighted below from the Eskimo vil- 
lage with its sled dogs roaming 
among the sod houses and the skin 
hunting boats uptumed on racks. 


Then he was out over the Arctic 


as Odaq had seen it with Peary, 
as it existed then, a thousand, ten 
thousand, a million years ago. The 
military builders had made only 


a tiny dot of atomic age civiliza- 
tion, lost in the vastness. 


Land of Snow 


For a little way there may have 


been overcast and the land beneath 
was the cold white of snow and dull 
grey of rocks and mountains. But 
then followed sun and a brilliant 
blue Arctic sky and off to the side 
the coast of Greenland and the 
blinding white of the ice cap reach- 
ing to the horizon and beyond. 


Below were the canyon-like fjords 


in deep blue and purple shadow, 
penetrating to the edge of the ice 
camp, down under the wing, a bay 
where icebergs are spawning from 
the edge of a glacier to float, wblte 
and emerald green, on the grey 
Arctic water. 


Now a strait is underneath . . . 


open water for a little way . . . 
then floating ice like great plates 
and saucers 
here the edge of 


the solid ice field, its surface laced 
with the black "leads" of open 
water where theie are cracks or 
seriated by the wandering lines 
of the pressure ridges. 


It is fantastic machmeiy, and 


it also is dangerous to the airman 
this arctic. 


The cliffs that gleam in icflec- 


tion in the mirror ice as the sun 
shines on them are also theie when 
sudden, fierce Arctic storms close 
down. The flier lives because he 
has radar to see for him in the 
murk, instruments to tell him his 
location, an engine to pull him up 
rapidly to safety above the peaks 
and glaciers. 


If the engine falters and emits 


or the home field is smothered by 
blinding fog or storm, he can't 
fly on a dozen or so miles to the 
next town's airport, like he does 
in the United States. His alternate 
field may be 600, 700. 800 miles 
away. 


He can try to reach it. If he 


can't, he looks for a reasonably 
smooth place on the ice field or 
the ice cap to come down and land, 
wheels up. skidding along on the 
belly of the plane to a t.top. He 
has the clothing, the emergency 
"survival equipment" to live until 
seaich planes find him and rescue 
comes His chances now are good.

Chickens Plentiful Next Month 


October looks like a good eat- 


ng month. Lots of turkeys (a rec- 
ord crop) and lots ot stewing hens. 
Also honey in large quantities, the 
•esult of a long-range industry and 
government campaign to increase 
iie use o£ honey because the na- 
tion's beehives have economic im- 
portance to agriculture. 


Here are other foods on the 


United States Department of Ag- 
riculture's list for October: Table 
grapes, raisins, non-fat dry milk, 
cottage cheese, buttermilk, fresh 
and frozen fish, salad oils, vege- 
table shortening and table fats and 
lard. 


You may choose to braise or 


fricassee your chicken. Braising in- 
cludes slow browning of the chick- 
en to develop flavor and add color. 
The browning is followed by slow 
cooking in moist heat until the 
thickest pieces are fork-tender. In 
contrast to stewing or simmering, 
a very small quantity of water is 
used. 


To Braise or Fricassee: 


1—Coat the cut-up chicken, gib- 
ets and neck with seasoning and 
lour. For each pound of chicken, 
ready-to-cook weight, use 2 table- 
spoons flour, V? teaspoon salt, *4 
easpoon paprika and % teaspoon 
>epper. 


2—Brown slowly in a shallow 


ayer of moderately hot fat, turn- 
ng to brown evenily. Use tongs or 
wo spoons to avoid piercing coat- 
ng and the chicken. About & hour 
s required to brown 4 pounds of 
chicken. 


S—Remove from heat. Add 


to Va cup water. Cover tightly. 


4—Replace over very low heat 


or place in slow oven (325 degrees 
F.) and cook until the thickest 
pieces are fork-tender, 2'/4 to 4 
hours. Should the liquid be used 
up before the chicken is tender, 
add more water in % to >/4 cup 
amounts. 


Variations: Milk, cream, 
fruit 


or vegetable juices, cider or wine 
may be used instead of water. 
When the chicken is oven-braised, 
catsup, chili or barbecue sauce, 
soured cream, tomatoes or cream- 
ed soups may be substituted for wa- 
ter, milk, etc., and will give in- 
teresting variety. Seasonings 
in 


addition to salt and pepper may 
be selected—allspice, bayteaf, chill 
powder, cloves, ginger, nutmeg, 
onion or garlic.
